ed, This requirement contemplates 
the establishment of a headquarters 
organization and field 
consisting of a sufficient number 
to provide the supervisory and tech- 
nical control of so large a program 
as is now contemplated. in addition 
to the work already under way and 
the maintenance of completed pro)- 
ects. The department understands 
that the board fully subscribes to this 
requirement. The board agrees that 
at any time the Federal Bureau of 
Public Roads feels that more inspec- 
tors and engineers are needed on the 
projects, the bureau will be the judge 
as to the number required. The 
partment wishes to state specifically 
that responsibility for the direct in- 
spection and supervision of projects 


will not be undertaken by the depart- | 


ment. This responsibility rests entire- 
ly upon your board. This depart- 
ment, through 
Roads. will determine whether the 
projects are being constructed under 
adequate engineering supervision and 
control and if. 
nished, the federal funds will 
withdrawn from such projects. 
“Spirit of Helpfulness.” 

As to the number of divisions, 
bureau has recommended a minimum 
of five and the board demurs to this 
increase over the’ three divisions, 
with the assertion that the number 
of divisions has no bearing on the 
competence of the organization. 
This suggestion by the department 
was made purely in a spirit of help- 
fulness as a method of overcoming 
one of the princi ipal criticisms of the 
present operations. It is the objec- 
tive and not the method of obtain- 
ing the objective which is important 
and the department will not insist 
upon any particular Ravel of divi- 
sions, 

The department will insist upon 
the administration in the field being 
organized that the division en- 
gineer can devote his personal time 
and attention to maintaining con- 
tact with the engineering force and 
obtaining personal knowledge of the 
day to day progress of the work. In 
the field the. division engineer is re- 
sponsible for the efficiency of the 
field organization and is responsible 
for the approval of payments to con- 
tractors. He is the representative of 
the board and the key man in the 
obtaining of results. In such larg 
divisions there is a vast amount of 
routine administrative work and so- 
called paper work whi@h may easily 
chain the division engineer to his 
desk. It is the observation of the 
representatives of the Bureau of 
Public Roads that the operation of 
three divisions does not permit suf-

der Section 204 to the state.” 

This paragraph has been inter-: 
preted to mean that in the event the 
board does not place competent en- 
gineers and inspectors upon projects 
to insure adequate control, the Bu- 
reau of Public Roads shall have au- 
thority to place competent engineers 
and inspectors on the projects to de- 
termine whether the work is being 
carried ont im accordance with the 
contract and to charge the cost of 
such inspection against the allotment 
of federal funds *o the state. Since 
these contracts are made between the 
contractors and the state, it is legal- 
ly impossible for the bureau to give 
directions to the contractor. The bu- 
reau cannot legally come between the 
contractor and the board and the 
board's representatives. Neither 
would it be economical to foree dou- 
ble inspection of projects through the 
failure of the board te maintain 
engineers of the required qualifica- 
tions. The department is in full agree- 
ment that the administration of high- 
way work shall be conducted eco- 
nomically, but the lack of competent 
engineers on any contract job is so 
adverse to the public interests that 
it is not even debatable. The correct 
construction of this paragaph is that 
the bureau undertakes to maintain in- 
spection of the conduct of the work 
by the engineering organization of 
the board. 

If the board is in accord with these 
principles, and will eo-operate with 
the Bureau of Public Roads to obtain 
these objectives, the department will 
resume the consideration of programs 
of highway projects to be submitted 
by the hoard. In order to avoid fur- 
ther delay the department will con- 
strue the submission of projects as 
an acceptance of the understanding 
as stated in this letter. When and 
as these programs of projects § are 
agreed upon and approved, the hoard 
may proceed to the initiation of the 
individual projects in the manner 
provided by the regulations. This ap- 
plies to halances of funds not yet 
protrammed and the new allotments,

Then she 
carefully cut away the upper or deep- 
er yellow part of the flowers and 
leaves.
